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Abstract of the Disclosure 

A jewelry organizer for storing jewelry having a plurality of 
compartments to store jewelry items of various configurations. The jewelry organizer 
includes pivoting cabinets having earring stands that are slidably received in the 
cabinets. Drawers are located under the cabinets and have various compartments to 
hold jewelry items such as bracelets, rings and pins. A pair of doors flanks the drawers 
and may conceal the drawers when the pair of doors are closed. 
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
